Group I, claim(s) 1-18, drawn to a DNA construct encoding a 5-zein, comprising a S-zein coding 
sequence operably linked to a promoter and to a sequence encoding a modified 3' untranslated 
region devoid of binding sties for dzrl; a plant transformation vector comprising said construct; a 
plant cell transformed with said vector; a transformed plant comprising said transformed plant 
cell; a method of making high methionine corn seeds comprising producing said transgenic corn 
plant; a chimeric gene comprising a 10 kDa zein coding region operably linked to a promoter and 
a heterologous 3' UTR; a vector comprising said chimeric gene; a transgenic corn plant 
comprising said vector. 

Group II, claim(s) 19-21, drawn to an isolated nucleic acid comprising a 3' UTR of a 10 kDa 
zein gene. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13,2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The DNA construct, chimeric gene, method and 
plants of Group I do not share the modified or heterologous 3 ' UTRs with Group II.
